THE BIG 1 


John D. Wright 

EAC's seventh annual meeting was held at the Hotel Americana in New 
York City on March 2-3, 1974. Over sixty EAvCers were in attendance, and 
the affeir could not possibly be classed as anything less than a huge success . 

When Jackson Storm first notified me of the scope of his grandiose plans 
for this EAC annual meeting, my reply contained the following comment after 
my list of four specific objections: ”If there's anything I can do to help you 
turn this turkey into a success, don't hesitate to ask." He did hesitate to ask, 
and one of my purposes in writing this article is to eat those words. Jackson, 
with the strong assistance of his dad and Vincent Alones, covered all the angles 
and produced an affair of which they and EAC could be proud. You 260 EACers 
who missed it really missed it! 

Our bourse chairman. Chuck Furjanic, was conspicuously absent, ap- 
parently feeling that the opening of his new shop was of more importance than 
his EAC obligations . Only six of the ten bourse tables were sold and only two 
of the five promised exhibitors showed up, but these shortcomings put only a 
minor crimp on the style of those present. 

There was the usual visiting all day, plus six bourse tables stocked only 
with early American coppers, plus a multi— session series of forums on 
Saturday - Reiver on the late-series large cents, Coring on the Early Dates, 
Wright on the middle series, and Breen on the Connecticut coppers and the six 
mints which produced them. 

The buffet luncheon was very well-regulated , and everyone was stuffed with 
fine food. Denis Coring played 1794 Whist successively with Herb Silberman and 
Jackson Storm and beat them both, hands down. Herb announced and Denis 
showed the new 1794 NC9 discovered in Miami in January. Bill Raymond 
stTowed me a large cent FIDO that I fell enamored of, then priced me out of the 
market. Bill also had an FI 5 1803 Carge Date/Small Fraction (S-264) and a 
gorgeous VF+ 1796 S-85 as well as several less stellar pieces. Prize for 
"best deals of the show" would have to go to Fritz Weber and for "most 
spectacular showcase" to First Coinvestors, Inc. 

The forums ranged from totally pre-prepared to totally impromptu. Jules 
Reiver gave his slide presentation on die-cutter errors on U.S. large cents 
and rim breaks on Cate Date large cents. Denis Coring had a one-page memory- 
jogger for his short presentation on R7's and NC's of the Early Dates, then 
fielded questions on the series . John Wright gave an impromptu rundown on 
the history of the Newcomb revision, its progress, and its present status, 
followed with a rundown on the nine R7/8 varieties of the 1816-1839 cents, then 
fielded questions on the series and the res/ision. Breen intercepted the questions 
on large cent Proofs. 

The evening session consisted of a prepared paper "The Six Mints for 
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Connecticut Coppers" , prepared and presented by Walter Breen . First 
Coinvestors, Inc. has consented to reprint this paper (illustrated from the 
astounding collection of Connecticut coppers which they just recently acquired) 
in both PENNY-WISE and THE COLONIAL NEWSLETTER. After his pre- 
sentation, Walter fielded questions on any and all topics, most of which 
(naturally) inclined toward the material just discussed. FCI then showed the 
reference-collection of Connecticut coppers which had inspired the presentation - 
317 of the 322 known varieties of this series, most of them in nice to choice 
condition . 

The Sunday get-together will begin eight hours after this writing, so we 
cannot report on what new surprises lie in store. Planned is another fellowship 

session, the annual business meeting, and a parting of the ways until 

the Central States Show in May. Will we see you there?

Five dealers comprised the bourse, and they had vast numbers of large 
cents, half cents, and Colonials with which to entice all sorts of buyers. The 
coins ranged in grade from basal state to Unc., and the prices were just as 
wide-spread on the spectrum - some even being offered in the upper four-figure 
levels. Dealers on hand were Max Draisner of NYC, Raymond F. Kelly of 
Oklahoma City, Bob Miller of Saddle Brook, NJ, Freiderick Weber of Emmaus, 
Penna., and Bill Raymond of Medford, Mass. 

There were three exhibits on display. Bob Miller titled his exhibit: "Cents 
With A Story", and it was a very interesting and most unusual exhibit, showing 
the various uses and abuses of large cents . He had examples of blank planchets 
for 1796-1814, 1816-1843, and 1844-1857. He had double-struck, off-center, 
and off-planchet Mint errors, large cents made into gears, buttons, love tokens, 
a locket, a shaker top for salt, a humdinger, a teething ring, a paper weight. 

He had a piece used in a magic act, turning a penny into a dime. He had large 
cents which were used for advertising, for club tokens (the EAC '69 example was 
included), counterstamped coins, a rodeo token, design trials, various examples 
of countermarks, even a coin which Inad been stamped MUTILATED and which had 
been rescued just before it went to the melting pot. 

Bill Wild, a tall, lanky, non-member from Brooklyn, displayed numerous 
pictures of various U.S. Mints from 1793 to the present. Bill also had several 
trays depicting the development of coins from ancient times to the present, in- 
cluding one section which showed the evolution of the American dollar sign. His 
section devoted to Colonials was quite complete and interesting, and he also had 
various U.S. denominations such as the two cent piece, etc. Sitting on the top 
of the cases was a miniature screw press . 

First Coinvestors, Inc. was represented on Saturday afternoon and evening 
by a display of an almost complete set of Connecticut coppers along with numis- 
matic material regarding their mintage. Walter Breen and Jack Collins were 
close by to discuss and to answer questions regarding the pieces . 

About 12 noon on Saturday, Herb Silberman called the first forum to order 
and he introduced Jules Reiver of Maryland, who presented numerous Koda- 
chrome slide close-ups of various die cutter errors found on large cents, includ- 
ing the various over-dates. Jules started off with the S-1 , the AMERI. variety 
of Chain cents, and progressed through the three error variety, LIHERTY, the 
Starred Reverse, etc. Members of the audience were invited to participate by 
venturing what each particular error might be, and this was followed by an 
explanatory discussion either by Jules or another ElACer who was p>articularly 
knowledgable in a p>articular variety. As an example, Jules pointed out that the 
S-48 hcis 94 tiny stars interspersed between 83 denticles on a 1794 cent, and he 
raised the question as to whether the date and the number of stars used might be 
related. Likewise, Denis Loring claimed that there is a substantiated report of 
an 1813/2 with which Dr. Sheldon is familiar but which has never been given an 
attribution number. The owner of the coin wishes to remain anonymous. 
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After his lengthy slide series on the above, Jules turned to another set 
of slides showing variations and degrees of rim breaks in the Late Date series. 
Jules commented that almost all 1844s, 45s and 46s have varying extents of 
rim breaks and he demonstrated minor ones and extensive breaks with his slides. 

The session ended about 1:15 P.M. , after which the group adjourned for 
lunch. The $6. registration fee entitled one to a buffet lunch, and this was 
served in Le Jockey Club Restaurant in the lowest floor of the hotel. Le Jockey 
Club is one of the better restaurants in midtown New York City and hcis a most 
excellent reputation amongst hotel restaurants. Luigi, the maitre 'd, assigned 
seating to EACers as they arrived and then directed them to the huge buffet 
table where they had an unlimited choice of all kinds of delicacies including 
roast beef, corned beef, roast turkey with all the trimmings, broiled filet of 
sole, frankfurters with beans and sauerkraut, etc. Although cocktails and beer 
were extra, the luncheon included coffee and the choice of many desserts placed 
on a nearby dessert table. For those EACers not too well acquainted with NYC 
prices, the EAC buffet was the biggest bargain in New York since the loss of the 
5 cent subway fare. 

After lunch, the members returned to the Regency Ballroom and Salon on 
the third floor, where they bartered and bargained and swapped and sold. 

Willard Blaisdell arrived with his inevitable black box of goodies, and Herb 
Silberman and Denis Loring hassled in an uneven match of 1794 Penny Whist. 

A surrounding crowd of on-looker^ served as judges when the occasion demanded. 

At 2:30 P.M. another forum was converged, and Denis Loring gave a most 
informative presentation of Early Date rarities and NC*s as to their pedigrees 
and current whereabouts . Walter Breen also sat on the dais and with Denis 
fielded any controversial questions. John Wright followed, with an off-the-cuff 
discussion of large cents in the 1816-1839 series. Numerous questions and 
discussion originated from the floor and were promptly and properly reported on 
and brought to a satisfactory conclusion. The meeting adjourned about 4:45 P.M. 
to more informal gatherings in the bourse and exhibit area. 

Although I was unable to attend the evening session - 'A Night With Walter 
Breen" - Walter discussed "The Six Mints of Connecticut" and thoroughly 
covered the subject of the 227 Connecticut coppers recently acquired by FCI - 
I understand that the attendance was even better than at the two previous sessions 
and that "the night with WB" was truly a night to remember! 

The evening session broke up about 11 P.M. and resumed again on Sunday 
at 9:30 A.M. At 11 A.M., Herb called the business session to order. First 
order of business was a drawing for medals sent to EAC by the South Florida 
Coin Club. These were medals struck by SFCC for their January Miami con- 
vention . Mabel Ann Wright drew the winning numbers from a basket and the follow- 
ing recipients were given their prize: Ray Kelly of Oklahoma City, Oklahoma; 
Vincent Alones of NY; Dan Holmes of Ohio; and Roy A. Rauch of NY. The grand 
prize, a rare set of 3 medals of which only 50 were made, wsis awarded to Dr. 
William Rubin of NJ . 

Various pieces of business were brought up and voted upon. Herb paid 
particular thanks to Jackson and Roger Storm and to Vincent Alones for the 
excellent job which they did in putting on the convention . He announced that the 
three had agreed to put on a similar show about the same time in 1975. Herb

THE EARLY CENT REVISION - PART 7 


The Early Cent Revision Committee 
Denis Loring, Chairman 

In response to a number of requests, we are back-tracking in this issue 
to provide the pedigrees for the 1793 Condition Census, this having been re- 
vised in accordance with our latest information. Also, we present the revision 
data for the 1 799 series . 

One comment regarding "Bcisic Values" is in order: these values vvere 
devised to reflect the state of the cent market during the late Sixties and the 
very early Seventies. It is obvious that prices have advanced considerably in 
the past few years . Consequently, these present based values cis a whole are 
somewhat outdated; and, in some instances (such as the 1794’s and most 
rarities), are simply obsolete. For the sake of consistency, we will continue 
to publish the values from the original list. However, some time before the 
hard— cover version of PENNY WHIMSY finally is readied for printing, both the 
Rarity Values and Basic Values will be revised again, in an attempt to reflect 
the current state of the market as closely cis possible .

DR. W. RUBIN'S HOME BURGLARIZED 

On January 26, 1973, burglars entered the home of Dr. William Rubin, 

184 Livingston Avenue, New Brunswick, New Jersey, 08902 and made off 
with a king's ransom in numismatic treasures. Ordinarily, the coins were 
kept in a vault, but Dr. Rubin had had them out for about a week while he was 
photographing them, primarily for security purposes. 

Some of the coins stolen were: early Colonial pieces, including New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Massachusetts, and Vermont pieces. Amongst these 
were a Middleton token and a Pine Tree shilling in VF-EF. There were some 
half cents including 1842 and 1846 proofs, and a complete set of large cents 
from VF to Unc. A silver dollar collection was complete except for the 1895 
Proof. There were extensive numbers of Ancient Greek and Judaic coins, 
some Roman, varying in grade from VF and EF to Unc. There was a complete 
set of Unc. gold pieces. 

Dr. Rubin is an ophthalmologist. He was formerly from Brooklyn, New 
York. He is a member of EAC. 

A handsome reward is available for recovery of the collection and for in- 
formation leading to the arrest and conviction of the perpetrators . Photo- 
graphic identification can be made of many of the coins . 

If any of the dealers who are members of EAC should become suspicious 
that coins or sets offered to them could possibly have been derived from Dr. 
Rubin's collection, please contact Dr. Rubin at once. 
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THE VARIOUS REVERSE DIE STATES OF 
THE 1804 GILBERT-8 HALF CENT 


Thomas S . Katman 

The 1804 Gilbert-8 (CMM #6) Spiked Chin half cent is a particularly 
interesting variety because of the progressive deterioration which its re- 
verse die underwent during its continued use and because a collection show- 
ing the s/arious stages of progression of these die breaks can be put together 
with relative ease. Roger S . Cohen called attention to these facts in his 
recent book AMERICAN HALF CENTS; and he also noted that Gilbert, in his 
book published in 1916, had listed eight different die states for the reverse. 
However, since there is still quite a bit of confusion as to the nature and ex- 
tent of the various states , I intend to list in this article and to illustrate with 
diagrams what I consider to be the major die states represented. Likewise, 

I want to call attention to the fact that I have in my collection a reverse with 
a later die state than any mentioned by Gilbert or illustrated by Cohen. On 
the coin to which I refer, there is a die break extending from the O of OF to 
the rim . 

The descriptions of the various reverse die states for the 1804 Gilbert-8 
follow. It should be noted that, in each successive state, the breaks mentioned 
are in addition to those mentioned for the preceding state. I have also included 
diagrams to illustrate the various die breaks and have placed arrows to direct 
your attention to the new breaks for each state. Some die breaks shown are 
weak and are not mentioned in the text. 

STATE 0. This is the perfect reverse. There are no breaks anywhere. 
Although Gilbert mentions this perfect reverse die, I have never seen a 
specimen which did not show a few faint breaks . I wonder if the initial crack- 
ing of the die perhaps might have occurred during its hardening. If this were 
true, then all specimens of the Gilbert-8 variety would show die cracks al- 
though the cracks might be quite faint on some specimens . I have not illustrated 
this die state in my diagrams . 

STATE 1 . A series of fine die breaks encircle the reverse of the entire 
coin, touching all the letters of the legend except the D of UNITED and the 
TES of STATES . 

STATE 2. A large cud break occurs near the 2 of 200 and extends past 
the U of UNITED almost to the N, occupying the whole rim. This die state is 
pictured in Cohen's book as an "early die state" . 

STATE 3 . A large cud break occurs over the left side of M and the entire 
E of AMERICA . In addition, a die break runs from the C of AMERICA to the 
rim. This die state is pictured in Cohen's book as an "intermediate die state". 

STATE 4. The ME cud break has extended itself over the RI, up to the 
middle of the C, in AMERICA.

state 5. The cud break over the U of UNITED has now enlarged in 
both directions, extending from the right side of the N in UNITED to the 
middle of the 00 in 200. I have never seen a specimen on which this particu- 
lar die break has extended in only one direction. If anyone should have such 
a coin, I would like to hear from him. 

state 6. A small triangular break has occurred to the left of the 
first A in AMERICA. 

STATE 7 . The cud break over the UN of UNITED has now extended over 
the I, and the cud break over ERIC of AMERICA has extended os/er the last A, 
ending near the end of the right ribbon. There is also an extension of that 
portion on the rim to the left of the first A in AMERICA. 

The cud enlargement over the I of UNITED is not mentioned by Gilbert in 
his book. 

This state is especially intriguing, because two of the breaks have en- 
larged at the same time. I have never seen a specimen which shows only 
one of the breaks enlarged. Should anyone have such a specimen, I would like 
to hear about it. 

state 8. The cud break over ERICA has extended over the M of 
AMERICA . This die state is pictured in Cohen's book as the "final die state". 

STATE 9. A rather thick die break (or small cud) extends from the O 
of OF to the rim . 

It has been rumored that a State 10 exists, in which a cud break has filled 
in along the die break from the O of OF to the triangular break on the left of 
the first A in AMERICA. I have never seen such a specimen, however.

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WALTER BREEN COMMENTS ON THE 1795 G-3, CMM #2a HALF CENT: 

(Readers are referred to Milton B. Pfeffer's article on this variety which 
appeared in PENNY-WISE, Vol. VII, Issue No. 39, November 15, 1973, 
pages 236-238.) 

"The only guide marks definitely identified on American coins are arcs of 
circles, made by using a compass on the die blank, with one point at the center 
dot. These arcs define the base line of legends on many reverses of gold, 
silver, and copper coins; but usually the polishing of the completed die, prior 
to sending it to the Coiner for placement in the press, eliminated such guide 
lines. In no instance is anything like the 'dot' after the final A of AMERICA, 
as you suggest, or the chips atop the I and R of LIBERTY, as suggested by 
Roger Cohen, probably a part of any such guide line. Under 60x stereo 
magnification, these various marks plainly show their nature; they are die 
chips, which could not be polished away any more than could the 'comma' defect 
after the 1 of the date. I would follow George H. Clapp's conjecture that poor 
inhomogenous steel was used to make several of these 1 795 dies - for copper 
cents, half cents, half dollars, dollars, and half eagles - many dies in all of 
these denominations showing similar defects, producing hollows on the die sur- 
faces and raised lumps on the coins . 

It is a matter of taste whether the 'punctuated date' is preferable to the 
Gilbert-1 as a type coin for the Lettered Edge 1795; each has its own individual 
merits, that of the Gilbert-1 being the emergency use of the I punch for a 
numeral (presumably rendered useless by breakage before October, 1795), 
producing 1795 instead of the normal 1 795 . 

Your alternative 'another and simpler possibility' is, without doubt, 
correct. We may safely identify the Gilbert-1 half cents of 1795 with the 
14,800 coined in October, and the Gilbert-3's with the 10,800 delivered 
December 1-3, 1795. These dies would have been retired then and there, but 
there were no replacements at hand in early 1 796 when the first orders come in 
for new— tenor half cents. As for the S— 76a, 76b cents, in parallel, we already 
know that some 37,999 Lettered Edge cents (S-73, 74, 75, 76a) had been struck 
and delivered, the vast majority being of the S-75, owing to the quick breakage 
of the obverse of 73, the reverse of 74, and only later the obverse and reverse 
of 75. Presumably, the 76a dies had been in the press only a day or two when 
Director Boudinot, anticipating presidential consent to lowering cent weight, 
stopped the coinage. On December 28-31 , 1795, some 45,000 S-76b's were 
struck. More details on this story will be found in Bob Julian's NUMISMATIC 
SCRAPBOOK series. I wish that Julian's series of articles could be reprinted 
in PENNY-WISE. I don't have back files of the SCRAPBOOK, and it is 
difficult to search through the thousands of pages of advertising in a year's run 
of SCRAPBOOKS in a friend's house on the off-chance of finding a Julian 
article. Peace and joy,

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C. F. GORDON REPORTS ON THE F.U.N. AND THE ORLANDO SHOWS

The Florida United Numismatists held their 19th annual coin convention 
from January 10 through January 14 at Clearwater, Florida. When my wife 
and I arrived to set up our bourse table, I noted that there were close to 120 
dealers although a good many of them had just finished the Miami show the 
week before . 

Soon, Jackson Storm and his father dropped by, both of whom I was glad 
to see, also Del Bland. By the way, Jackson took away two top awards in the 
exhibits, winning a $5. gold piece and a Texas commemorative coin. 

There was a 1793 S-lla XF45-AU50, beautifully brown and clean, being 
offered around the floor for $5,000. Tom Morley came by and he had two 
1 794's which I needed in my collection: an S-29 in VF30 and the Garrabrant 
S-46 which sold in the Bitler sale as a 15-coin. Tom was excited about the 
prospect of getting the rare "Wheel Spoke" variety. Oh, what a coin to own! 
This was one of the few still needed by Tom to complete his 1794 series. I 
was thrilled just to look at the coin - even though it was in low condition - but 
it was plainly the "Wheel Spoke" variety. 

Jerry Bobbe came by, hunting high condition Late Dates. The next day, 
Larry Nilson came up with a much needed coin for my collection - the 1793 
S-1 la with vines and bars, in Good . Again, my thanks, Larry. 

Then, too, this was the show for me to meet Gordon Wrubel, about whom 
I had heard so much and I can see why. Gordon was digging for information 
on Condition Census cents and for the whereabouts of Bitler coins. 

I never had a chance to get from behind my table and to scout the floor - 
what I picked up at the sale was brought to me by a fellow EACer, Tom Gunn. 
He had a table just behind me, and he kept shooting coppers towards me for 
looking. I didn’t need the S-1 3 in Good that Tom bought off the floor, but it 
didn't last long at Tom's table either.

Now, it's the week after the FUN show and we're at the Orlando show - 
always exciting, for it's my home town! It was early in the show and I soon 
saw the $5,000. 1793 which I had seen the week before in Clearwater. It was 
later purchased by a dealer and sold over the telephone for $7,500. - or so he 
said. I guess this is the last of a nice, brown, clean XF S-lla. 

Jerry Bobbe showed again, but this time he had found an 1818 in AU50-55 
which badly needed a good brushing - even though it was an N-10, he had bought 
it cheap. And you can't find many real bargains anywhere these days. 

The next day, along comes Tom Morley, checking all the dealers' stocks 
but finding nothing since he had seen many of the dealers in Clearwater and 
Miami prior to this show. One dealer told Tom to wait around as he had some 
one due to come in with several 1793's and 1 794's, but it never happened. 
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Allen Corson came by my table and we talked a while about my not show- 
ing up for the Miami show. I was surprised, too, to see CPiarles Rinehart 
and Burt Ebert making the rounds of tables. Of course, Fred Andrews was 
here, as he was in Clearwater. He's off the coppers now, and working with 
bust halves instead. Tom Gunn had a table. Henry Craven stopped for awhile, 
but he's not interested in large cents anymore and is no longer an EAC 
member. 

I saw an S-72 in XF40 being offered for $395. Also saw an S-7 for 
$6,250. , dark and polished-looking, but still a very tough coin to come up 
with. There were two S-65's on the floor, each around a Fine range. 

There was a large turnout of people at this show, but little news of any 
finds . 

My wife and I leave later in the week for the Macon, Georgia show and 
will be back in Inverness early in February. I'm sorry that I missed seeing 
Bill Parks at the Orlando show; and since I had to baby-sit with my coins, I 
couldn't look him up either. 

CENTS AND NONSENSE

1 . The Cosmic Coin Company's S-101 "AU55" which was mentioned in 
the last issue of PENNY-WISE has now been observed by me and reported 
by others as plugged and fairly graded as VF25. If you object to this kind of 
merchandising, write to COIN WORLD (where the coin has been advertised) 
and to ANA (of which Cosmic is a member). 

2 . With the influx of investors into today's coin market and finally into 
early coppers, a solution to the grading problem may be at hand: replace 
grading with an investment rating - the compound annual rate of return on the 
coin from its date of issue at face value. Thus, rather than quibbling over 
whether the Superior 1794 silver dollar was AU55 or MS60, one could mark it 
as 180 years/6.8 per cent. This would provide the investor with data to com- 
pare with his expectation of profit, hopefully discourage him, and leave the 
coins to the collectors . 

3. John Wright corrects an item from last issue - the EAC library 
shelves are full - full of Wright's library materials, not EAC's. This dis- 
tinction should be made so as not to discourage future donors. 

4. RARCOA of Chicago has an important consignment of large cents in 
their Central States auction to be held in Detroit on Saturday, May 1 1 . 

There will be about 160 different Sheldon varieties including an S-18b in VF25 
and an S-265 in AU50, which already have a few months watering. RARCOA 
will send a free catalogue to any interested EAC member. 
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EAC HAS REGIONAL MEETING IN MIAMI

At its Annual, Mid-Winter, Coin Convention from January 3-6, 1974, 
held in Miami, Florida, the South Florida Coin Club was again host to a 
regional meeting of the Early American Coppers Club. This is the third time 
in four years that South Florida has sponsored such a meeting, and this one 
was the best so far. Altogether, twenty— one EAC members attended the con- 
vention, and fourteen of them were on hand for the meeting, itself. All 
members who attended were presented with a large cent which was counter- 
stamped with their name and the date of the convention as a souvenir of the 
show. In addition, all those who attended the meeting were given a bronze 
medal which was struck especially for this show. 

As always in Miami, informality was the keynote for the whole convention 
and for EAC in particular. A private meeting room was provided for that 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday; but no formal activities were planned. Most 
members brought a few of their favorite coins with them, so that they were 
able to get together with other members and guests at their own convenience 
to compare notes and cents. 

All sections of the United States were represented at this regional meet- 
ing. Besides EAC President Silberman who hails from New Jersey, there 
were three EAC regional chairmen in attendance: Del Bland from the West 
Coast, Gordon Wrubel from the Midwest, and Tom Wolf of the Southeast. 

With 101 dealers on hand for the show, there was a very active bourse; 
and most EACers found some of the coins which they had on their want lists. 

The award for the best find of the show would have to go to Chuck Furjanic 
of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Chuck discovered a new 1794 large cent variety 
which was pres/iously unknown. Full details and a description of the new 
variety are carried elsewhere in this issue of PENNY-WISE. 

The EAC regional meeting was held at 1 1 A.M. on Saturday, January 5. 
Herb Silberman, EAC’s president and founder, presided. Main topics of 
discussion were the annual Early American Coppers Club meeting to be held 
in New York City in March and the up-coming Ruby sale. Dr. Ruby, an 
EAC member, had one of the finest collections of large cents in the world; 
and the February auction of his large cent collection has stirred up interest 
among large cent buffs just about everywhere. 

Following the meeting, we got around to some serious "penny lookin' " . 

Del Bland was on hand and he properly impressed everyone with a handful of 
very high grade 1794's. Larry Nilson had a very nice 1802 brockage piece 
which promptly went to the Tom Morley collection. He also had an S-lla 
which I wanted to see go to the Wolf collection, but he and the coin arrived 
after my well had gone dry. However, the piece did eventually find a good home. 
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I understand that C . F. Gordon talked Larry out of it at the Clearwater show 
a little bit later. 

There was supposed to be game of Penny Whist played with 1794's, but 
the challenger arrived a day late and the "challengee" had already put his 
coins in a case on exhibit. Maybe the Whist game can be played at the ANA? 

I don't think that anyone came away from the bourse empty-handed. I 
was with Gordon Wrubel when he found an S-203, perfect die. For myself, it 
was the best show ever. I picked up ten varieties which I needed, most of 
them tough ones: S-40, 60, 61, 123, 146, 152, 175, 192, 215, and an S -2 65. 
Also saw an S-218, but it was too rich for me. Most EACers made a try for 
it, but it was still unsold at the show's end. It did sell a few weeks later in 

Orlando. All in all, we had a good show a nice dry run for the ANA 

Convention . 

The annual meeting in New York sounds like a real happening. The good 
Lord willing. I'll make one of the meetings some day, but unfortunately not 
this one. Very sorry to see in PENNY-WISE where Charlie Latham died. 

We had never met, but we had corresponded several times over the years. I 
struck out in the Ruby sale. I really wanted one of the S-17a's, but I guess 
every one else wanted one to. If any of you successful bidders have a 
duplicate, please write.

HOW TO SPEND ONLY 24 HOURS IN L.A. 

AND STILL GET THE COINS YOU WANTED 

Tom Morley 

Being one of those 1 794-infected types , naturally I was drawn to the 
super— offerings of the Ruby sale in Los Angeles on February 1 1 , a Monday 
and a working day. How to get from Florida to L.A., and back, and still 
miss only one day's work, presented quite a problem, especially if you 
wanted to bring back the five coins you went out there for. That's where my 
membership in EA.C really paid off! 

I was scheduled for viewing the '94s at 9 A.M. , and I arrived at 8:55 
A.M. , only to find that Superior had been open since 7 and I was in a long 
line. However, the time passed quickly, what with free coffee, meeting new 
EACers, etc. When I finally got to view the lots, I realized that I was in for 
a few surprises, for the coins were extremely conservatively graded, much 
to every cent hunter's delight. There is just no way that the plates could do 
the job - you had to see each and every coin up close to really make up your 
mind on what it was worth. Denis Loring did a very fine job in describing 
the appearance of each lot, but you still could not appreciate the quality unless 
you saw the coin itself - the coloring made the difference. The 17a's had 
light and dark mottlings, right on down to the dogs, which made them all look 
twice as good as they appeared on the plates. I just had to pick up one. Then, 
noticing the fidgeting people behind me who were waiting to view the '94s, I 
speeded up, made quick notes, and in twenty minutes was through, although 
more confused than ever. 

Next, I had coffee with three EACers whom I hadn't met before: Darwin 
Palmer, who presented me with a pressing made several years ago of my 
S-20; Bill Smith, who sold me a Frank Andrews' piece for my pedigree-only 
collection; and John Ward, with whom I found that we had something in common 
John works at the Space Center in Houston, and we both worked on Skylab. 

The four of us discussed the '94s, going over what each member knew about 
each coin, etc. 

Later, I met with Denis Loring, Del Bland, Bob Schuman, Alan Brotman, 
and other EACers, during the long wait until the hammer went down on the 
'94s at about 10 P.M. All of us discussed the coins, their pedigrees, what we 
thought each piece might bring, the new census, the fact that you could throw 
the new Basal Values right out the window, etc. - all in all, a whole year's 
education on the upcoming auction. Then Denis, Del, Bob, and I sat down 
for a game of bridge - that's when I found that the three aforementioned knew 
something else other than just coins — believe me, EACers can challenge any- 
body in bridge! Then, it was supper, more cramming for the auction exam, 
and finally the floor ! 
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When the auction starts, you find that something really different happens 
to you — you just know that you are going to bid more on "your" coins than 
your original limits and you dare anybody to step on your toes - if they do, 
you'll simply outbid them (but wait minute - that costs money!). 

The Chains, the Wreaths, the '93 Caps - all did extremely well. And, I 
must admit - I was afraid that the high bidding might carry over into the '94s, 
especially after the first three 17a's set new records by going high above the 
estimates . 

Then, all of a sudden, the bids got lower. I picked up a '94 for under a 
hundred dollars. Other EA»C members were getting their choices for prices 
far under their limits. Then, along came several coins which held for above 
estimates, after which one of my pedigree choices was put up. I had to have 
“ and I was prepared to go the limit; but I got it for a shade more than half 
followed by another which was well under the limit. The S-37 then set a 
record, after which I was low bidder on two more, both of which went for less 
than the estimates. Now, along came the Starred Reverse - it brought much 
more than it was worth. Then came my second choice, and again I was too 
low. Then, my first choice was put up, and I missed it too - it went for a 
record price. I was extremely disappointed, and I had to make up for it. I 
overbid a mail bid for another rarity and picked up another '94 for under a 
hundred. Along came my third choice — a high R6 and a coin much in demand. 

I was ready to go the limit, but I got it for less than Pnalf. The show was made 
for me now! I picked up a couple of more for good measure and staggered to 
the airport. 

To all EACers who have never attended an auction of this magnitude: go 
to the next one! It's worth more than all those weeks of study, the contempla- 
tion, the mail bids, and the 52 weeks of coin shows - all put together. And the 
fellowship of the EAC members and their real concern for you as a friend and 
a collector - well, you know right then and there that not only are you in the 
right hobby but you're also in the right specialty - EAC! ! !

NEW, PREVIOUSLY UNKNOWN, VARIETY OF 
1794 LARGE CENT FOUND IN FLORIDA 

A new, previously unknown, variety of 1794 large cent was discovered 
recently in Florida by EACer Chuck Furjanic. It has been fully verified and 
has been termed a 1794 NC9. Description of the new s/ariety follows: 

Obverse 21 , perfect die. 

Reverse new. Leaves: 14 left, 18 right; berries: 7 left, 6 right. General 
appearance similar to Rev. X: thin wreath, heavy leaves, knot and right ribbon 
defective. Heavy bisecting die break from rim between S and O, through top 
right leaf pair, right upright of N in ONE, center of N in CENT, right top of 
bow, inside edge of right ribbon, passing between the ciphers to the rim. 

R8. Unique. 3-0. The only known specimen has the sharpness of Fine 
but is uniformly corroded, with an extremely weak date. Discovered by Chuck 
Furjanic at the Miami International Coin Convention on January 3, 1974.

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MORE ON THE RUBY SALE

Boy! What a sale! I guess that a lot of people didn't think of it as highly 
as I did, because they didn't show up in person, weren't represented, etc. , 
except perhaps by mail. I know that a few people considered the Ruby sale a 
cut or two or three below New Netherlands/Naftzger; in terms of high-grade 
CC cents, it probably was. But it more than made up for it in completeness 
and in offerings that some of us poor coin collectors could at least pretend we 
could afford to look at. Unlike NN/N which scared a bunch of collectors off, 

I think that Superior/Ruby attracted more average-means collectors: "Some- 

thing for everyone" , as they advertised . 

It was interesting, that's for sure. Impulsively, I decided to go, as 
apparently most other EAiC people went, unless they lived in the area. And 
there were enough EEA^C members there to convene quite a large meeting if 
someone had scheduled one. Sure met a lot of EA^Cers from all over, just in 
for a day or two - from Miami, Boston, Baltimore, Center Line, Wilmette, 
etc. Impulsiveness was the order of the day, I guess. Item (1): I drove to 
San Antonio to discuss Darwin Palmer's bids with him so I could reasonably 
act for him; two hours before my night-coach take-off to L.A. , Darwin de- 
cided to go himself! Item (2): At 8 P.M. , when Darwin, Bill Smith, and I 
walked into Superior Galleries, who should appear to our wondering eyes but 
Gordie Wrubel of Center Line, MI fame, who had decided at 9:30 that morning 
to "come because it was a slow Monday at work" ! 

Ad random notes: I for one will go on record as saying that I_ thought the 
catalogue was fantastic and the grading the optimum which we could hope for 
in every blind ad that we had ever read anywhere. I was glad that the little 
"ink squiggle" on that S-16 was indeed a planchet happenstance as I had 
initially presumed. I am sure that more knowledgeable people will critique 
the catalogue and maybe even verge on criticizing it; I will not argue with them 
as long as they stick to critique and refrain from obvert criticism . All 
catalogues should be so criticizable! 

I guess the funniest thing was to see the unintended double-take which 
Denis Loring did when I said that picking up the Rarcoa/CSNS S-18b (repre- 
sented at the S/R sale in foil-impression form) would complete my 1794 
oollection. I was being flippant and didn't intend to shock Denis so much; I had 
to add very quickly that 1794 has only three types ('93, '94, '95) and maybe 
S-48, if one were feeling rich. I'm sorry, Denis, but I couldn't resist it. 

And who invited Dick Winterholder to the S/R sale? Certainly not I. 

There I sat, semi-slim, very durr.b, and almost happy, until I found that some 
California collector was after my S-1 and S-266c and God knows what else! 

Dane Nielsen admitted chagrin at Del Bland's being cited previously as 
California's tallest representative, but he had to admit it was true. But I have 
to admit that Dane is pretty tall himself, compared to what I remembered him 
from at the Philadelphia ANA/EAC meeting. Of course, Dane has a future as 
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a dentist, when he’ll have an incx>nne, while Del will always be a ne'en-do— well, 
I'm afraid; 1 mean, how long can you get along selling Proof coppers to the un- 
knowing public and down-and-out EACers? And is he still flim-flamming his 
way cross country in that 19-ought-56 Thunderbird? God! What nerve! ! 

John Jay Pittman's memory for names is outstanding . Gordie Wrubel 
introduced me to the ex-ANA 'president during the large cent intermission and 
we three were talking for a while there — actually, Gordie and I were listening, 
mostly. Del Bland and Lee Kuntz came up in the interim, then the introductions 
began. When he got to me, Del stammered around with Clyde and Josephus and 
such as is his wont (I have to admit that sometimes I greet Del in front of 
strangers with such as "God, are you out on bail again?"). Pittman thought 
that Del really didn't know me too well and he came up with both my first and 
last names - 1 guess that's how you get to be president of anything you want: 
not that you do it with premeditation but just because you can do it and people 
are more than cogs or something. 1 have to admit that I was impressed. 

Last note: a sorrowful one! As almost anyone who really knows me well 
can attest, I'm not really a dedicated die-hard collector who just has to have 
something, no matter what. I guess that too many people would say that I am 
a superficial collector, because I am going after only major varieties and then 
only in low condition to match my collection for a given string of years. Be- 
cause virtually everyone who knows me does (or can, by foil and want list) 
know my collection, I find myself quite often in the situation of being privy to a 
lot of fairly secret information and in camera deals. I am neutral - not deaf, 
dumb, or blind. In fact, because of this attribute of mine, someone suggested 
that I would be a perfect blind bidder for some outrageous "unexpected third- 
party" person. It's a good thing that I was never asked to do so, because I 
flatly wouldn't; I'm not saying that I'm perfect - maybe I would give in if the 
price were right (the S-1 , lot 315, for instance); who knows what his price will 
be when it comes right down to it? Maybe I could have resisted, maybe I 
couldn't have. Anyway, to return to the point, I saw so many cases where a few 
grams of copper in particularly die-struck form seemed to mean more to 
individuals than the (apparent) friendship which existed before. I was very 
sorry about that (especially when I had been privy to the total arrangements be- 
forehand because of my totally neutral position). More than ever now, I'm 
resolved to remain neutral, and especially not to be a "perfect third— party 
blind" . 

Afterwards, when hearing the comments and the results, I had to keep 
thinking to myself that some of these guys really take it too seriously. They 
thought it was almost a matter of life and death - the Hatfield-and-McCoy 
syndrome. I could almost see hatreds crystallizing before me, and all I could 
think of was the old coach's admonition that "it's the sportsmanship which 
counts, not the winning" . 

In summation, I really enjoyed the Ruby sale despite a flaw here and there. 
And I guess I'll have to admit to hoping that all the Sheldon people stay away 
from the Newcomb part of the Ruby sale later this year.

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A FEW EPISODES FROM THE RUBY SALE 
William R . T . Smith 

So many events occurred during and surrounding the weekend in Los 
Angeles last month that I will pass on just a few personal notes, hoping not 
to overlap with the reports of other members. 

The competition for 1794 cents was intense, bordering on, if not producing, 
paranoia in some 1794 hounds. Every unknown attendee at the auction was 
viewed suspiciously as a potential 1794 bidder, or, heaven forbid, as an 
S-17a bidder. I had doubts that Bob Schuman would make it, worrying about 
that first S-17a as he was. He did make it, however. My most poignant mem- 
ory of the whole trip was the scene in Superior's showroom after the sale: 
Schuman sitting there in that chair with that "SEG", staring unbelievingly at 
his new S-17a and oblivious to all else, including his lovely wife who was 
seated next to him, asleep, waiting for him to take her home. Darwin 
Palmer, John Ward, and I agreed that of all the Sheldon series cents which 
EAC members brought to show, only one was not 1794 and that one was a 
brockage. Save me from 1794! Denis Loring said that I was smart (I quickly 
concurred) - in that I really didn't collect 1794's seriously (yet). 

Our hosts at Superior did a great job of accommodating the whims of the 
crowd - whether it was showing auction lots (even their stamp men were called 
into service), providing us with a place to sit and visit, running the auction in 
record time, or hosting the reception for Dr. Ruby on Sunday. 

Jack Collins and I were introduced to each other at the reception. Much 
to our mutual surprise. Jack thought that I was at least 30 years older than I 
really am; and I was sure that he was 30 years older than he turned out to be. 
Actually, one of us is 35, the other 36. If I were a little younger, I would tell 
who was which age. Jack thought that anyone with two initials in his name 
must be an old-timer. I might explain to all here that my name is composed 
of my maternal grandfather's name, William Ranson Tuttle, and my father s 
last name. Smith - after all, there are at least 50,000 Bill Smith's in this 
country. W. R. Tuttle was also a half cent and large cent collector and re- 
sponsible initially for my own interest. After the auction Monday night. Jack 
asked me if I would be attending the auction on Tuesday night. I responded 
instinctively as a large cent collector - "what auction?" 

The Monday night auction brought together more than enough collectors 
and investors to insure stiff prices on just about every lot. I thought that one 
subtle but important factor in the prices realized was the auctioneer's pro- 
cedure in moving upwards in small increments - this did make it a little 
harder to quit bidding . The largest incremental bid on any lot was $100. , far 
less than the $500. increment at similar levels at New Netherlands. The 
prices realized here made the New Netherlands' sale in November look like 
the bargain basement at Filene's. Those were the good old days - 1973! 

Everyone thought that the 1795 Reeded Edge, holed, brockage was really 
neat, far more intriguing than anyone imagined. Before the sale, I was 
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undecided as to whether I would have it plugged or give it to my wife for a 
necklace. Alan Brotman solved that problem. Darwin Palmer now refers 
to him as "Alan Brockage" . I flew back to Chicago on T uesday afternoon on 
Continental Airlines Flight No. 2, a number which seemed uncanny - haunting 
me for my many second-place finishes the night before. 

Thank you. Dr. Ruby. I am looking forward to the next installment this 
fall at Superior's!

The Mills coin was called "proof" and the obverse of the Winsor coin was 
also called Proof. There is a fair chance that all the Condition Census coins 
are Mint State. 

No support is found in the cataloguers' notes for Gilbert's statement that 
the obverse "sometimes shows a die break before the 1 of the date" . The 
planchets are generally free from flaws, and the impressions are generally 
strong and well-centered. The colors are the customary shades of brown, and 
occasionally it is said that traces of red are discernible. Planchet weights 
vary from the 104 grain standard. The Uncirculated Alvord coin weighs 1111^ 
grains . 

One example of this variety, formerly in the Brobston collection, was 
struck on a light weight flan, but with a lettered edge. In the Brobston catalogue, 
it was classified as VG and its weight was given as grains . No other 
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specimens are known . Perhaps it may be traced to the, B . M . Mehl 94th sale 
257 (11/28/1939), where it was described as follows; "Lettered edge, 
thin planchet. G-2. Rarity 6. About Fine; some nicks on reverse edge."

Another coin ought to be mentioned here, although there is some question 
whether it is properly classified as G-3, CMM #2a. I am referring to the E. 

W. Ropes sale of 1893, conducted by Bangs & Co. Under lot 422, the cataloguer 
described, unequivocally, the lettered edge, punctuated date, and calls it 
"Unexcelled" . However, in the ANS copy of the Ropes catalogue, someone has 
pencilled out the lettered edge, punctuated date description; and in the margin, 
there is a pencil reference to "Parmalee 714". In examining the L. G. 

Parmalee sale of 1890 (Bangs & Co.), I found under lot 714 a description of the 
coin again as lettered edge, punctuated date, sharp, "proof surface", and light 
olive. This catalogue has a plate of the obverse only, and the die show n is G-1 , 
CMM #1 . Hence, if the plate is erroneous, this coin is an example of G-3, 

CMM #2a, and one of the finest known. Otherwise, it is G-1 , CMM #1 , assum- 
ing the lettered edge description is accurate, and also one of the finest known. 

Looking at the plates of different reverse specimens, it is clear that the 
reverse started to fail during the G-3 strikings, rather than during G-1 . These 
failures include, according to the cataloguers: (1) warping at AMER, (2) die 
sinking at HALF CENT, and (3) a previously unpublished "faint die break at A 
in HALF", as seen on the F. W. Geiss coin. A well-advanced swelling at MER 
was considered the intermediate die state, according to the cataloguer of the 
Lester Merkin sale of March, 1967, under lot 91 . 

There is not much mention of porosity or planchet problems, although the 
Hillyer Ryder coin has a reverse rim planchet defect. 
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As with the previous variety, there are variations from the 104 grain 
standard weight. The Alvord 44 coin, for example, weighs 106 grains 
(Uncirculated) . 

The range of colors is very wide, if the descriptions can be considered 
accurate; olive and faded red (Brobston); light orange olive (Alvord); light 
olive (Jackman); partly bright red (Mills; brown (Geiss).

The most common observation for this variety made by the cataloguers 
is the reverse die sinking, which produces a corresponding obverse central 
weakness. Cf all the letters forming HALF CENT , the C seems to be least 
affected by the die sinking. The crack through the first T in STATES, which 
Gilbert described as "slight", is sometimes found to be "heavy" as in the case 
of the Lahrman coin and the NN 56th sale coins. Granularity is fairly common, 
as seen in the Hillyer Ryder, Lahrman, Merkin (3/1969), and NN 56 (1962) 
coins. The swollen area before the face is also described, as mentioned by 
Roger S . Cohen, but it does not appear to be common. 

The only possibly Uncirculated specimen that is pictured in the catalogues 
is the Brobston-Miles example, where HALF CENT is not visible; and one is 
startled to think that it is seriously considered as AU or Uncirculated. About 
all that one can hope for is an example where HALF CENT "can be made out" 
(Lester Merkin, 3/1969, lot 594). 

The weights for this variety sometimes vary slightly from the 84 grain 
standard. The Alvord coin is 85 grains.

Of the thirty— nine examples of this variety that I recorded, exactly one- 
third were said to be overstruck on TAL tokens. Surfaces included "some 
proof" (Atwater), "glossy" (Brobston), and "matte" (NN-MBS, 1973). Most 
planchets are satisfactory, but granularity and roughness are encountered. 

Some weak impressions are found, especially in the area below the bust, at 95 
of the date, and at the border below the date and to the left (Alvord 48, Newton, 
Gable, and Jackman). Off-center strikes are also seen. 

Weights vary considerably from the 84 grain standard. The Uncirculated 
Alvord coin and the E. Winsor coin each weigh 80 grains. At the other extreme. 
Elder said of the Dr. Valentine specimen: "Thinnest flan I have ever met with" . 
The exact weight was not given . 

1795 G-5, CMM #6b (thick planchet)

Roger S. Cohen, Jr., who discovered this variety, when writing in 
PENNY-WISE, November 15, 1973, indicated that nine examples are known 
to him, two VF, one F, three VG, two G, and one Fair.

Some examples are sharp, as the Brobston coin and even the Dr. Valentine 
coin, despite the reverse die break. On the other hand, sometimes the reverse 
center is described as weak (N . Singleton 813, T. L. Elder, 1922, G— VC), 
and sometimes both centers are said to be weak (L. Merkin 32, 9/1968). In 
the last mentioned Merkin sale, and in the Brobston sale, it was said that this 
variety is normally weak. 

Granularity is sometimes seen. 

The die breaks are not accurately described, except for the Alvord coin 
where it is said to be "pronounced from TA across wreath to R", which must 
be the "advanced stage" that is sometimes mentioned by the cataloguers, since 
it is greater than the break described by Gilbert or in Empire. 

Colors range from light brown or olive, with original red (Alvord, 

McVitty) to darker browns. Black examples are known. 

1795 G-6, CMM #5b (thick planchet) 

No pretender to Mint State was offered.

The Ryder catalogue attributes the weakness around 
the date, the center reverse, and some leaves to worn dies. Other cataloguers 
attribute the weak reverse to die sinking (Parsons and Anderson-Dupont 1048, 
Stack's 1954). 
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Some of the planchets are dark or rough (Ryder; L. Merkin 33, 9/1968). 
Other colors reported are from tan to chocolate. 

1795 G-7, CMM #3 

I have found seven recorded sales for this variety: (1) The Haseltine 
sale 846 (Bangs & Co. , 1 880) in the EF-AU range; (2) F. R . Alvord 54 (S . H . 
Chapman, 1924), Dr. D.W. Valentine 466 (T. L. Elder, 1927), Fair; 

(3) T. L. Elder 337 (4/1925), Good; (4) Anderson-Dupont 1046 (Stack's, 1954), 
almost EF; (5) J. Brobston (Stack's, 1963), AU; (6) L. Merkin 102 (3/1968), 
VF; and L. Merkin 32 (9/1968) almost VG. 

The Stack's catalogues say that the Brobston coin is the finest known for 
this variety, followed by the Anderson-Dupont. The reverse center tends to 
be weak. 


1795 G-8, CMM #2b

The F. R. Alvord - Hillyer Ryder coin is MS60. The Belden E. Roach 
coin was graded AU. The Brobston coin is graded VF. The Anderson- 
Dupont coin is graded VF/F, the Will W. Neil "about" F, and the Mehl 1264 
VG. There is a chance that the Neil and Brobston coins are one and the same. 

The Ryder catalogue states that after the Ryder MS60 "the other five 
known specimens of this variety are in conditions AU50, FI 5 (2), FI 2, and 
VG7, and are in the Breen (Neil) Brobston, Warfield (2), and (Guggenheimer) 
Schonwalter collections" . 

Reverse die sinking exists, of course, as in G-3, CMM #2a; as does 
warping at MER to the border. At least one planchet is granular (Ryder), 
and at least one is clipped (Anderson-Dupont.

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TWO MUTILATED CENTS WORTH 


Paul Carter 

The eventuality of mishap predominates in the case of large cents be- 
cause these coins were of low value 'and could be easily obtained. Hence, 
collectors today are continually encountering cents which were defaced in 
every way under the sun. Dr. Warren A. Lapp wrote a very interesting 
and informative article on this subject titled "Uses and Abuses of Large 
Cents, Especially Re: Mutilations" which appeared in the January 15, 1969 
issue of PENNY-WISE (Volume III, Consecutive Issue No. 10, pages 2-6). 

Coin mutilation is a subject which has intrigued me for some time, 
especially since I am an avid collector of large cents, beside which I also 
have collected love tokens ardently for many years . As a consequence of 
such odd-ball collecting habits, I have become well-acquainted with the de- 
facement of coins in all denominations . Recently, while looking through 
Superior's catalogue of the Ruby sale and coming across lots number 414, 
S-79 - brockage, holed, and number 446, S-107 - countermarked "L. P. 
Kneer", I was sparked to express my viewpoints on mutilation. Possibly, my 
comments will bring about some repercussions of opposing thoughts, for it is 
the general opinion among most numismatists to deplore such practices. This 
attitude is so stated even in the case of lot 446 by the catp-loguers of the Ruby 
sale. Dislike of defacement is a well-taken stand paralleling the U .S . 
government's attitude, especially in view of the fact that the government 
confiscates defaced coins. Thus, a defaced coin certainly is not among 
friendly bed-fellows anywhere. 

The question then arises - because the past has bitten into a sour grape, 
should the present teeth be set on edge? In the interest of harmony and to 
ease the pain of reality, it might be well to connect the loss of identity in the 
case of a defaced coin to its continued existence as a piece. By means of such 
a connection, mutilation of a coin might become a small, redeeming feature, 
provided that one can examine the subject with an open mind. Obviously, the 
loss of identity is not to the particular type or variety, but rather to its loss 
of identity as a coin. The dictionary defines a coin as being "a piece of metal 
of specific weight and design issued by a government as money for a medium 
of exchange" . Because of its possible loss by confiscation, a defaced coin 
loses its identity as money and becomes unacceptable to merchants, bankers, 
and others for the purpose of trade . 

A love token is a classic example of a coin losing its identity and becom- 
ing collectible as a memento, not because it WAS a coin but because it 2S a 
memento. This point is being emphasized here, only because little considera- 
tion is given to the past and present tenses of defaced coins . A love token is 
the best example I can think of, in such a case. But, irregardless of the kind 
of defacement, the same factor holds true - a coin becomes unspendable when 
it is defaced. The meat of the nut is this - no one throws money away, no 
matter what its condition, even to the extent that it is entirely illegible as a 
coin - and so it persists in being preserved, by passing from hand to hand to 
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its final eventuality: the coin dealer's ever-loving junk box, which is the pick- 
ing ground of those with imagination.' 

On the other hand, what is the probability that this same coin would have 
remained in circulation if it had remained undamaged? Would it still be in 
existence? To temper mutilation with reason and logic, it can be appreciated 
that its existence as a coin down to the present day would be so remote as to 
be infinitesimal . Its chances of being non-existent today would appear to be 
due to being lost, worn out, or melted down - this has been the final eventuality 
of the vast majority of our obsolete coinage in the past. 

My point on mutilation is not to condone the practice or an inducement 
to like it, for who can? However, mutilation does impose an ever— present 
reality — preservation is the key to collectibility - and mutilation has a part 
in preservation, whether you like it or not. 

I am not attempting to cross epees with anyone, but I don't look with 
askance too severely on people of that past era who utilized what they had at 
hand - they simply lacked something better to use. Factually, many ingenuous 
desAces were made from coins - and these can be interesting sidelights, even 
if one collects proofs! 

I am sure that all this verbiage adds not one iota of pro on mutilation for 
those cons who have an aversion to the practice. However, if anyone insists 
in tossing out those deplorable items as worthless, may I have first dibs as 
catcher? I'll even pay the postage - in fact. I'll even go so far as to pay un- 
mutilated money for love tokens! Who can complain? I offer a disposal area, 
and dumping grounds are becoming hard to find - just a point in favor of 
ecology! ! 

For those more recent newcomers to EAC, the homespun philosophy of 
our Massachusetts colleague, Paul Carter, as offered above, is a natural 
talent. Paul is author of an extensive, highly literate text on love tokens. 

At the present time, it is being considered for publication by the Love Token 
Society, of which Paul is a charter member. We hope that it appears in 
print real soon! Likewise, it should be noted that Paul Carter was the guest 
editorialist in the February 13, 1974 issue of COIN WORLD, wherein he wrote 
"On Loving Love T okens" .

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A LETTER FROM WALTER BREEN 


Dear Herb, Warren, Old Uncle Tom Cobley, and All: 

A few comments on recent issues. The EAC index is a fine idea, a real 
labor of love; and, of course, it should realize at least its production cost. 

Free copies should be very few, or none at all, as computer time does not 
come cheap. 

The uncirculated 1795 in the Smithsonian deserves further comment. It 
is an S-75 in very nearly 70-grade, or at least it graded that high when I 
examined it in 1951 . It is without an edge device of its own, but is over- 
struck on a TA&L token, retaining the latter's edge device. It was one of the 
coins left to the Mint Cabinet Collection in 1838 by Adam Eckfeldt, who made 
it. Robinson Brown (March P-W, page 43) might add this to what I wrote 
earlier about the proofs in the Smithsonian (page 98). I still haven't located 
the inventory which I made in 1951 . I've just moved into a new office, and 
between flu attacks and having to spend too much of my time with the Goldbergs 
(of Superior, Los Angeles), I haven't had time to answer any correspondence 
or do anything but the most minimal and urgent work. 

As I told Herb Silberman personally, the manuscript revision on the Late 
Date cents is progressing nicely, with no thanks to anybody at the moment 
except Ted Naftzger and Jack Collins, bless them both. I had to find out in- 
directly what John Wright did by way of amplifying the Condition Census/pedigree 
list which I gave him to Xerox at the Milwaukee convention; but he did 
finally send on a copy after I requested it. He asked me to annotate a dupli- 
cate of his list, which I did, but I have heard nothing from him since, although 
rumors abound that his somewhat confused emendations have been more 
recently augmented . He and Del Bland might be interested to learn that the list 
is now about double the original length - there are just more nice Late Dates 
around than anyone has suspected . 

W. R. T. Smith suggested a PHOTO GRAD E-type of book to help in 
standardizing cent grading. I don't think that this will work unless it consists 
of glossy prints, and even then, it is unlikely to be completely satisfactory. 

In the upper grades, surface counts for much more than sharpness differences — 
a 50-coin may have full Mint sharpness, but the difference between it and a 
70-coin of the same variety is going to be a matter of surface, and sometimes 
of color also . How can you convey surface subtleties in half-tones? The 
original PHOTOGRADE couldn't do so. Can a 70-coin be completely without 
Mint red? I think not. Also, in all grade levels, different collectors take off 
different amounts for roughness, porosity, etc. , from coins of the same 
sharpness, to arrive at different net grade levels. This has to be subjective, 
and agreement is reached only by experience with the way that Dr . Sheldon 
set up his system - by seeing the overall quality of coins of many varieties 
which he graded 8, 1 0, 1 2, 1 5, 20, 25, 30, etc. About the extremes of the grad- 
ing scale, there is less difficulty than in the mid-range, once we have gotten 
past the common dealer tendency to overgrade just a little. 

Mr. Smith also asked what was the basis for the grading of the 1795 NC2. 

I originally reported on the coin before brushing it up . Much more detail 
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shows than would be reasonable to expect on a Fair2; the illegible areas are 
due to the overstriking just as much as to wear. The revised census was 
probably based on this initial report and/or the imperfect photo in the Merkin 
catalogue . 


Milton Pfeffer shiould know that the description of Sleicher 1185 as "1803 
over 0, inverted 3" comes from a dent on the 2 which induced Samuel Hudson 
Chapman (he was the brother with the feebler intellect) to mistake it for a 3 
rotated 180 degrees from normal. Elder graded by naked eye only, so that 
he mistook the recutting on the 3 (which is occasionally visible) for an over— date.

From LARRY BRIGGS: "I'm a very avid fan of the early U.S. copper cents. 

I don't have many Mint State examples, but I do have many different varieties. 

I am also interested in the purchase of other varieties, and would like to know 
if any people within my area are too . If so , could I please have their 
address (or give them mine — 2403 Lakewood Avenue, Lima, Ohio, 45805) 
for future correspondence. " 

From CHUCK FUNK, JR.: "I wish that EAC would do something more useful 
about the grading problem than just to keep on muttering atxDut it! I think that 
it should be within the realm of EAC's mandate to lay down firm rules about 
the grading of cents and to see that these are made widely known. The longer 
we wait, the worse the problem is going to become. It’s even gotten to the 
point that EAC people, themselves, are sending somewhat ovei graded coins 
in resp>onse to Swap & Sale advertisements . 

How about it if I take the first step? Would it be possible for EAC to agree 
and to promote that, for a Coronet cent (i.e. a cent of 1816—1839, excluding 
the 1839 N-8) to qualifV for FI 2, it must as an absolute minimum show two 
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complete head bands, even though these may be worn flat? This is not 
necessarily enough, but it is a minimum. That is, even with two complete 
head bands, the fact that the coin is holed, or porous, or bent, or dented, 
or countermarked, or otherwise imperfect, may push it below F12, but the 
complete headbands are essential. 

I think that if this can be agreed upon, there should be much less diffi- 
culty in agreeing on the rest of the scale, both up and down (I have a few ideas 
about certain levels of the rest of the scale, but will hold them pending re- 
action to this - but if I'm treading on ground that the 'Independent Certified 
Grading Board' composed of Denis Coring and John Wright (P-W VI I, page 
122) has staked out for itself, I hope that Denis or John will let me know. 
Neither will I move into other areas of cents, at least for now, because others 
know them better than I do - my 'bag' is the Coronets." 

From WILLIAM A. WEIMER: "I ordered a coin press from Tom Wolf, and 
now my sons and I are playing at making pressings. We are delighted with 
the press. The thought occurred to me that pressings in a copper color might 
look much more like the real thing. Has anyone looked into the possibility of 
obtaining a copper foil for making large cent pressings? 

I have written W. E. Johnson, asking for a copy of his LC1 67C descrip- 
tion of the 1816-1857 series, but have not received a reply. I would like to 
obtain a copy if anyone has an extra one, or one from which a copy can be 
made . 

The bid sale conducted in 1970 by EAC looks like a very good idea, al- 
though the response at the time seemed quite light. Are their plans for any 
more sales such as this? Would an annual mail bid sale for members' 
duplicates be feasible?" (Bill's address is 21185 Toll Gate Road, Saratoga, 
California, 95070). 

From GORDON J. WRUBEL: "I'm glad that I decided, at the very last 

minute, to attend the Ruby sale in L.A. It provided a rare opportunity for 
me to meet several Far West EAGers. Well-known names became faces and 
personalities. With this great group of people out there, it is no wonder that 
the EAC is prospering so well on the west coast. It was also nice to see so 
many wives along, sharing in their husbands' interests."
